WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Great Brit- 


ain'a new embargo on shipments of 
practically everything to Sweden, Nor- 
way, Denmark and Tho Netherlands, 
Is regarded hero as a most • important 
move in tightening the cordon which 
slowly but surely is killing the mili- 
tary power of Germany. 
Coming close on the export embargo 


ol tho United States which is being 
administered to keep from the I'hiro- 
pean neutrals everything that might 
supply the central powers, Great Brit- 
ain's action is regarded as one of the 
most important of tho war. 


A3 the British embargo excludes ev- 


erything except printed matter about 
the only thing that will be permitted 
to go .to the German people by way 
of the neutrals will be expressions of 
world opinion that they should reor- 
ganize their system of government to 
do away with the military autocracy. 


In a figurative sense. Great Britain 


holds one end of the rope and tho Uni- 
ted States holds tho other. 
Gradual- 
ly but surely as it is being drawn taut, 
tho military power of Germany is be- 
ing strangled because tho embargo cuts 
of the supplies she has been receiv- 
ing through the adjacent neutrals.

caused tho Chicago fire, ono of the 
greatest conflagrations on record, and 
out of that fire almost half a century 
later haa developed a national Institu- 
tion known as "Firo Prevention day," 
when people unite, to clear away dirt 
and rubbish and in other ways guard 
against fire. Firo Prevention day had 
its origin on Oct. 9, 1011, the 40th an- 
niversary ot the Chicago fire and it 
was rapidly taken up by the states 
and cities until now nearly every stain 
observes it through some of tlielr cities 
and towns. 
In this commonwealth, 


last year, Boston, Brockton, Cambridge. 
Newton and Lowell observed Firo Pre- 
vention day while other cities observe 
It this year for the first time. Some 
cities hold parades with the Hro de- 
partments in lino and floats Illustrat- 
ing tho different causes of provont- 
able fires. 
The national board of un- 


derwriters who are the promoters of 
Fire Prevention day have issued a 
special bulletin in reference to the 
day in wbich they tell us: 
"In the 


nation's crisis Firo Prevention day has 
a deeper significance than ever be- 
fore." 
An article headed "Germany's, 


American Ally," points out that every 
preventable 
fire, little or big-, is to 


pome degree "an aid and comfort to 
the enemy." 
A portion of the article 


reads as follows: 
"Germany has a. powerful ally work- 
Ink within the boundaries of tho Uni- 
ted States. 
Its operations are very 
effective. 
It enters munition plants 
and causes explosions. It cripples hun- 
dreds of factories .which are laboring 


to produce war time necessities. 
It 


waits until tho grain in the fields is 
ripe for harvest, and then destroys it 
over thousands of, acres, or else it bides 
Its time until the harvested crops have 
been stored in elevators, and obliter- 
ates them by the hundreds of thou- 
stands of bushels." 
The day locally, will bo observed in 
the schools, tho members of the nr.e 
department assisting, as was., done BO 
successfully last year. 
One of the features in the Fire Pre- 
vention day parade in New York city last 
year was the representation of a mam- 
moth cigar butt on which was inscribed 
"136G fires last year." Underneath was 
the sign: 
"Smokers burn moru than 
their smokes when they are caj-eless. 
Tho smoke may be enjoyable, but look 
out for the butt."

Prof. Cell's address 
touched 
upon 
some of the deeper influences of the 
war. the causes of the war and of Ger- 
man atrocities. 
. 
"In the light ot conditions in which 
we find ourselves today," he said, "it 
in with a deep 'sense of responsibility 
that I venture to say anything in re- 
lation to the ' great subject ol Pro- 
testantism, pi the supreme problem 
o£ our time, the problem of our own 
nationalism. Our minds aro burdened 
•B-ith deep thoughts and grave thoughts 
and I can make no excursions tonight 
into the realm of hurnor. 
The spirit 
which has for generations ruled the 
history of the world has burst upon 
us in bur-time and before nur eyes in 
a. storm of disasters, bringing? with it 
so much- destruction and let us also 
hope no.less creation—that as we stand 
before it wo understand that there 
is nothing like it in tho history of 
modern times, and for that matter in 
the history of all times. 
"How is Protestantism implicated m 
this great struggle? The nations of tho 
world today are grouped into two bel- 
ligerent camps. Protestantism, human- 
ly speaking, was made in Germany. 
Today we are hearing talk—and not 
without reason—of a boycott of ev- 
erything made in Germany. My fam- 
ily life is fused inseparably with the 
spirit of our national life. 
No man 
iriay question my patriotism. 
I stili 
affirm that nationalism and Protest- 
antism is a. supreme problem of our 
time. 
"Today the Protestant nations, be- 
cause they have pursued the policy of 
liberty, have .passed on to complete 
ascendency in the affn.irs of the world. 
What of the future of these great Pro- 
testant nations? 
I do sincerely hope 
that after Germanv is brought to terms 
•—3.3 she will be—and chastened—as 
she will be—and after we have also 
dealt generously with her, T do hope 
that there will he renewed co-opera- 
tion and renewed labors together, in 
the supreme task of .spreading Pro- 
testant civilization over all the world. 
The rebellion must be put down—these 
people must be brought to their knees. 
"But T do not forget that they are Pro- 
testant people; and 1 believe that after 
they havo been chastened and 
dis- 
ciplined—as they must be—-we will be 
Tory Erlad that they are available to co- 
operate with ;is in this mighty task 
of 
spreading Protesta/nt 
civilization 
throughout the world. 
That is what 
I mca.n by the 'new natriotisni.' T do not 
ask for less patriotism, I ask for more. 
But T ask for a better kind of pa- 
triotism. The story of Edith Cavell is 
a tragic one, and we shall never for- 
get it; but do you know her last words? 
.She said: '1 realize th.it patriotism is 
not enough.' She meant that loyalty to 
n, particular portion of humanity, fine 
and divine as it is, was not quite big 
enough to satisfy the human soul is 
that soul stood in the presence of its 
maker. The object of patriotism is too 
small. When the object of patriotism 
shall be as big as the object of re- 
ligion, then we can die and say that 
patriotism is enough, that patriotism 
is as big'as the kinp;dom of God. That 
is what Mr. Asquith and 
Mr. Lloyd 
George and Prer=idc:nt Wilson, and ev- 
ery forward looking man in tho world 
is thinking about today, while you and 
I are thinking of national service and 
loyalty to our country. . 
"Today we are absolutely devoted 
to our own country. J pity tho man 
who cannot find something to do. But 
let us not forgot that there is some- 
thing bettor still, ahead. Let us re- 
member that it is diviner to lift up. 
-to relieve, than to punish;, and let us 
remember that we punish to relieve."

The ground floor is 
occupied by Harry Levy, second hand 
ilothing dealer, who is also tho owner 
of the building, while the upstairs is 
occupied by Charles Vlioris and family. 


Tho fire started in the rear of

damage was done to tho interior of the 
building.

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THE NEW JAPANESE POLICY 
The American people are somewhat 


dumbfounded by the sudden announce- 
ment of a Monroe Doctrine in 
the 


orient as made by Viscount Ishii of 
Japan at the close of a series of most 
friendly conferences and public dem- 
onstrations in his honor. 
Inasmuch 


as he was in secret conference with 
the government officials at Washington 
for several days it is quite likely that 
ho made known to the president and 
Secretary Lansing this now policy in 
regard to the attitude of Japan as the 
protector of China and 
warning all 


nations to avoid any attempt to ex- 
ploit that nation. 
It would seem thai 


this policy 1ms been adopted for the 
purpose of giving the United States a 
little of her own medicine in the far 
east and at the same time to warn off, 
other, powers, whether European or 
Asiatic, that might decide to seize or 
exploit any part of the republic of 
China. 
This policy for 
Japan 
is 


quite as unselfish UK the Monroe Doc- 
trine is for the United States. 
Our 


policy is directed agnlnst the old world 
powers. 
That ot Japan is directed 


against, tlie powers of Kurope as well 
as the United States. 


So far.as the-United States is con- 


cerned, it is difficult to see how we 
could consistently oppose such n pol- 
icy. 
Japan undoubtedly seeing 
the 


possibilities oC war and of world dom- 
ination by this or that power or by a 
combination of powers, wishes to keep 
China intact as a vast base of supplies 
in case of necessity not only for food 
and -war material but also for men. 
Evidently Japan is looking to her own 
future, far, very far, .in advance. 
She

Major General Butler Ames of the Mas- 
eachusetts State Guard today advocated 
that the women o£ every city in the 
state follow tho lead of "the young.girls 
of Lowell, who have started the for- 
mation of a. woman's regiment for ser- 
vice to the city, state and nation for 
the period of the war. 
Every facility of the 
State 
Guard 


will be used to help the young women 
of Lowell and other communities which 
join in the movement," said Gen. Ames. 
"The idea is not a humorous one as 
first suggested. The women, trained in 
military drill, could 
through 
parades 
and public demonstrations stimulate re- 
cruiting Besides that they would be of 
help as hospital aids, ambulance driv- 
ers, messengers, and in other ways as 
the situation of war 
develops 
upon 


this country." 
Already at the State Guard headquar- 
ters the women's militia, which now 
claims Lowell as its birthplace, Is being 
referred to generally as the "bloomer 
brigade." This name attached itself to 
the 
female 
organization 
when Jliss 
Emma Leclair, its organizer, told Gen. 
Ames that the young women were de- 
bating whether they would wear skirts 
or bloorners.

pay this head-tax when returning- to 
this country even from a temporary 
visit."

Sir 
Francis Lloyd, director of the defenses 
of London, and Dr. Christopher Addi- 
son, former minister of munitions, at 
a meeting in the London district yes- 
terday, called to discuss 
the 
recent 


raids. 
Dr. Addison 
remarked

the Germans had fjot the stnrt of hu- 
manity in their different forms of ruth- 
Ir-ssnoss such as sinking unarmed ships 
v.-ilh submarines and bombing 
open 


towns, but. he added: "I can tell you 
this: We have pot the mastery of tho 
subm.-Jrine menace and I am perfectly 
confident that before long wo shall 
achieve just as great a supremacy in 
the air, whether over this country or 
over thoir own." 


Dr. Addison asked the country to 


have patience while the military au- 
thorities were working out a scheme 
for the raids. 


Gen. 
Lloyd also referred to the im- 


provement in tile defences.-- Regard- 
ing the question of reprisals, he said 
tills did not concern him as a military 
man who only acts under orders, but 
added: 
"If you desire reprisals you must 
let tho authorities know and they shall 
be glucl to convey your intentions to 
tho proper quarter."

The American people uro somewhat 


dumbfounded by the sudden announce- 
ment of a Monroe Doctrine 
in 
the 


orient as ma.de by Viscount Ishll of 
Japan at the close of a series of most 
friendly conferences and public dem- 
onstrations In his honor. 
Inasmuch 


as he was In secret conference with 
the government officials at Washington 
for several days it is quite.likely that 
he made known to the nivsidont and 
Secretary Lansing this new policy in 
regard to the attitude of Japan as the 


• protector of China and 
warning all 


nations to avoid any attempt lo ex- 
ploit thai nation. 
It would set-in that 


this .policy has been ailoplcrl for the 
purpose of giving the United Slates a 
little- of her own medicine in the far 
east and at the same time to warn off 
other power.'?, whether Kuropran or 
Asiatic, that might decide to seize or 
exploit any pnrt of the- republic ot 
China. 
This policy 
fur 
Japan 
is 


quite as unselfish a.s Hie Jloiiroe Uoc- 
trino is for the Unileil States. 
Out- 


policy is directed as.iinsl' the old world 
powers. 
That of Japan 
is 
directed 


against ihe powers of Europe as well 
as the United States. 


So far as tho United States is con- 


cerned, it is clinicull to sec how wo 
could consistently oppo.se such a pol- 
icy. 
Japan undoubtedly 
seeing- 
the 


possibilities of war and of world dom- 
ination by thin or thai power or by a 
combination of powers, wishes; to keep 
China intact as a vast basu of supplies 
in ca.se ot necessity not only for food 
and war material but ulso for men. 
Evidently Japan is looking In her own 
future, far, very far, in advance. 
She 


is fortifying herself against possibili- 
ties that might occur sooner than is 
now expected or that might never oc- 
cur; hut as the Monroe Doctrine pre- 
vented European powers from coloniz- 
ing- in South America to our detriment 
and danger, so this eastern commerce 
of tliat iloclrinn will have a. similar 
effect in behalf of Ja.pan. 
It is nut 


Iherefore, a policy aernin.it which we 
can raise any objection. 
H guaran- 


tees the integrity of (''hina and free- 
dom of trado in China for- all nations. 
Thai seems to us to be a thoroughly 
fair proposition. I>ut there is a corol- 
lary to it that concerns the United 
States alone. 
H Is (he securing of 


belter conditions of entry for Japanese 
immigrants coming 
to 
tho 
United 


Stales. 
Thai is a nuratlnn that is 


likely to bring ns more trouble than 
the Kastorn Jlonroe "Doctrine. 
As we 


do not anticipate that Japan will hold 
it retroactive, there will probably be 
)u) objection to our holding the Philip- 
pines until such times as we sec fit lo 
grant 
them 
complete independence. 


Kvpn thon it would seem 
that 
we 


should guarantee their safety against 
invasion by first rate'powers. 
Alto- 


gether despite the emphatic declara-. 
tions of Japanese friendship for the 
United Stales, we do not think that 
the relations have boon improved by 
this new declaration by Viscount Ishii. 
But Japan is now a co-belligerent with 
us in the world war and we must be 
ready to make allowances if not con- 
cessions that we otherwise would not 
make. 
The fact that we have entered 


the war as a world power, may ha.ve 
impressed Japan with the necessity of 
tnklng (his stand at a time, when she 
cnn rest fissured that it will bring out 
no opposition from any of the. allied 
powers with which she is engaged in 
the world war 


GERMANY MORE FURIOUS 


Failing to find the Allies willing to 


make peace at the behest 
of 
Pope 


Benedict, Germany is turning to other 
means. 
One is to cause a split be- 


tween the Allies. 
She would yield 


Alsace and Lorraine if allowed to ex- 
tend her domain on the Russian bor- 
der, hut Germany cannot induce either 
France, England or the United States 
to countenance a;iy proposition of this 
kind. 


Foreseeing the failure of the U-boat 


frightfulness, Germany is now trying 
to decide the war by incessant raids 
upon England. She has been producing 
air craft at high speed lately and has 
numerous airplanes and seaplanes, all 
more quick In action than tho dis- 
carded Zeppelins. She may have tem- 
porary success in 
this 
scheme, but 


both England and France will have to 
seelc reprisals which will defeat Ger- 
many in the long run. 


This is where America is expected 


to play an important part. 
If she 


has a large number of aircraft she 
will aid France and England in at- 
tacks not only on the battle fronts hut 
on. tho naval bases which have hither- 
to enjoyed comparative security. 


Tho Allies should establish an air- 


plane base in Hussla from which large 
HC-undrons could be directed with tell- 
ing effect. 
The United States might 


well establish an airplane factory in 
Russia to be operated from that side 
against Germany. 


As tho days go by the evidence Is 


multiplied that Germany Is desperate 
in her failure to force any of the Allies 
into the slightest disposition to make 
a compromise peace.

Hltuatlon Is that' Austria, 
Hungary, 


Turkey and Bulgaria allow Germany to 
piny fflst nml loono with their des- 
tinies, wlillo considering only her own 
Inlercsln as nlTonllng her ambition to 
dominate the world.
